der.When subdivisions of government 
fall out with each other the only pow- 
er on earth that can force them back 
into harmony is the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion.

Choosing Ihe Land 


Many failures have been due to 


poor quality of the land, rather than 
to inexperience or negligence 
Much 


of the land near cities is poor, has 
been neglected, and in many cases 
ashes and trash have been dumped 
upon it. Such land requires cleaning 
and conditioning, before it can pro- 
duce good crops of vegetables. 


Saady loam soils are ideal for gar- 


dening, but you can grow good veg- 
etables on any type of soil that is well 
drained and fairly rich. You should 
have it least a foot of good workable 
soil, but if the top soil is shallower, it 
can be improved gradually and deep- 
ened from year to year 


Till is one reason for leasing the 


land and working it year after year. 
Also, a gardener becomes accustomed 
to a particular piece of ground, lears 
its characteristics, where the various 
crops do best, and how to cultivate it. 
Avoid land that is wet. or swampy, or 
subject to overflow. 


Size of Gardens 


A subsistence garden may vary in 


size from a small back yard or city- 
lot to an acre or more.

"The action which the attorney gen- 


eral has taken in seeking to secure an 
indictment against me on the charge 
of income tax evasion is politics of 
the crudest sort. 


"I am as much in the dakr as any- 


one as to any possible grounds he 
could have for such action, but I am 
glad, under any circumstances to get 
my tax offairs out of the attorney gen- 
eral's office and into the courts, where 
I am satisfied I shall get justice and 
a prompt disposition of the case which 
has so far been denied me. 


"No charges have ever been made 


by the Treasury of any tax evasion by 
me, nor have I been advised by eith- 
er the Treasury or the Department of 
Justice of any intention to try to col- 
lect additional taxes from me. All in- 
come taxes which have ever been as- 
serted against me have been paid and 
in no single year have I failed to pay 
a very substantial . income tax. Tile 
total has amounted in the last 20 years 
to over $20,000,000. 


"I feel very strongly that before the 


attorney general of the United States 
should bring a charge of this kind 
gainst me, I, like any other citizen, 
hould be given proper notice in the 
nnnncr provided by law, of the gov- 
ernment's intention to assess addi- 
ional taxes and should have been 
ifforded an opportunity to meet such 
hargcs in the customary way,

Million Exhibit at Cen- 


tury of Progress. 


CHICAGO — The 
General 
Motors 


corporation, whose exhibit drew more 
than 10 million visitors at the 1933 
World's Fair, will be back again next 
year. Officials of the automobile man- 
ufacturing company signed contracts 
with A Century of Progress which in- 
dicate that the exhibit, the largest in 
the Fair last year, will be conducted 
on even a bigger scale this year. 


The General Motors building and 


grounds cost 2 million dollars in 1933. 
To this investment the company will 
add another million dollars in 1934. 
The money will be spent to bring the 
exhibits up to date and to install ad- 
ditional features. 
The building and 


grounds are to be improved. 


R. H. Grant, vice president of Gen- 


eral Motors, in signing the new con- 
tract to continue participation in the 
Exposition, said: 


"We are -remaining ni the Fair be- 


cause we think it will be successful 
again this year. When we first went 
into it I, personally, felt that it would 
be an impetus to recivery. I believe 
that it served the county well in this 
espect. Now, that ecovey is quite ap- 
paently on the way, I believe that the 
Fair will render a forther national 
service by lending additional im- 
petus." 


It was declared impossible to pre- 


sent aicurate estimates of direct bus- 
iness resulting from the corporation's 
participation in the Fair, but execu- 
tives described themselves as "more 
than satisfied that our participation 
was and Is a giltedgcd investment."
